Firms situated in or near New York, 


one In Chicago and one In Dayton, 0., 
practiCally supply nil the bowling enthu- 
siasts of the United States with these 
Kills. 


Pins, which are generally made from 


kiln dried rock maple grown in Michigan 
and New York states, are turned out by 
the thousands. The Crawford, McGregor 
& Canby company, Dayton, O., with also 
a plant at Gaylord. Mich., perhaps leads 
all others in getting out strictly regula- 
tion pins. This concern generally pre- 
pares for several years ahead. For the 
coming season of 1910-19H they have al- ' 
ready prepared 150,000, pins, finished and 
in 'tlie rough for bowlers to knock over. 


A bowling ball lookn as if It were easy 


to make, yet its manufacture Involves.a 
long process, covering a period of many 
days. The actual time put upon It Is only 
a.matter of three hours, but the work.Is 
slow and requires long waits between 
the steps toward completion. A- log free 
from knots 'nnd crocks is first cut Into 
pieces a trifle larger than the ball after 
It Is finished. /This allows for two little 
projectors on either side called "lues," 
where "bits" of the lathe hold the block 
of wood while revolving at 
lightning 
speed under the keen'edged tool cutting 
into the hard timber," Ilka a large knife 
slicing a fresh cheese. 


The preliminary turning and trimming 


occupies only a. short time, when the 
block Is turned and pared down to the 
required size.. The "lugs" are 'then cut 
off and the whole thing sandpapered. A 
coat of ahellao Is applied and tlie ball is 
put'to one side to dry. It then gets, an- 
other sandpapering. This Is no sooner 
done than the workman again carefully 
applies the shellac brush. 
When the 


shellac dries the second time a. similar 
process is followed for tha third time, 
after which "the surface Is rubbed with 
oil. 


The work does not stop then, for the 


moment the oil is dried the ball' gets 
another vigorous sandpapering. Then for 
the last time it jets more shellac. When 
thoroughly dry the sphere .is ready for 
the two holes to' be 'cut for the bowler's 
thumb and middle finger. The last «tage 
of the laborous process-is the polishing, 
which gives the ball the appearance it 
has when it reposes on the rack, -waiting 
to be sent crashing down the alley. 


Sometimes thers is 'considerable watte 


in cutting up the lignum vita* logs, be- 
causa of cracks and fissures In. the wood. 
On this account an ordinary sized log, 
•weighing in the neighborhood of 600 to 
800 pounds, may yield only one 
sound enough to put on the turning 
lathe, while It ought to make isix' or 
seven. The life of the average bowling 
ball is about two years. The/best wooden 
balls cost U to 56, while the cheapest 
scale down near th« dollar mark, accord- 
ing to size.
